Each child’s teeth and gums are examined and rated 
based on the findings. For instance, oral hygiene findings 
include gum tissue scores ranging from “healthy, pink and 
firm” to “tissues are inflamed with easy tendency to 
bleed.” These descriptions can alert parents to potential 
dental needs and/or insufficient oral hygiene practices. 

Sutton said that in addition, the hygienists like to visit 
morning kindergarten classes, since these students are not 
able to be there for the afternoon screenings.

Friends of the 
Boyne River 
receive grant 


The environment in Boyne City recently received 
_ 4 boost when the Friends of the Boyne River was 
awarded a grant from the Great Lakes Aquatic. 
~-Habitat- Netw und for $3,500. 

The grant is to help the Friends keep waste water 
effluent out of the Boyne River, and will specifically 
be used to pay attorney fees for two suits the group 
filed against the city. 

The GLAHNF is coordinated by the Tip of the 
Mitt Watershed Council located in Petoskey. 
GLAHMF is designed to provide financial and 
informational support to citizen efforts to protect 
wetlands, lakes and rivers across the Great Lakes 
Basin. 

“Of the 33 applications GLAHNF received, the 
Friends of the Boyne River was one of just 16 that 
received funding this fall,” said Jill Ryan, director of 
GLAHNF. 

“We are thrilled to award a grant to the FOBR to 
support their excellent proposal to protect local 

; resources, which in addition will ultimately benefit 
the health of the Great Lakes Basin as a whole.” 

H The mission of the FOBR is “To improve and 
conserve the environmental health and recreational 

| quality of the Boyne River and its watershed,” 
according to a statement by the Friends of the Boyne 
| River. 
H “The grant from GLAHNF will help accomplish 
this mission,” the statement said. 

According to Nancy Cunningham, who is a 
member of the FOBR and wrote the grant, “We 
would just as soon use it for something other than 
attorney's fees, but right now, that what it is.” 

Cunningham further said that the city is compliant 
with current environmental laws. 

i “We currently meet all the standards,” she said, 
“but those standards are old. Michigan is behind in 
its environmental laws compared to other areas. 

“The waste-water treatment plant will be compli- 
ant with the laws, but the laws are inadequate.” 

Cunningham said that treatment plants were 
designed to effectively treat for bacteria from waste 
products, but that they are unable to treat for chemi- 
cals and hormones often present in those wastes. She 
cited news reports on studies that suggest that 
effluent containing estrogens (found in everyday 
products such as certain detergents) are “feminizing” 
male fish downstream, which are, in some cases, 
producing eggs. 

Cunningham said that there are various solutions 
on the table, but adds that land-based systems keep 
chemicals and hormones out of the river and lake, 
and scem to provide adequate filtration to protect 
groundwater. iy

Howayd, a fuel truck driver, was hurt during a blocked 
ambush on Easter Sunday last year. 

“All of us (in her company) there that day were very 
lucky,” she said, although several soldiers were wounded. 
“Two pilots came in to rescue us and they were killed. 
Every day I think about what they did to protect us.” ” 

She was wounded, but after recovery, she stayed on the 
road until August, hauling fuel and purging Iraqi civilian 
trailers, she said. _ 
i eeete “We cleaned them out-se-the fucl wouldnt be-dirtyto get_—- 

them ready to run the missions, with U.S. escort,” she said. 

Since she had been involved in the ambush, it was hard for 

Howard to completely trust the Iraqis, but she did get to 

know many people that she guarded. 

“They were good people and 
they worked very, very hard,” 
she said. There were small 
Jragi markets, often called 
“Hagi” stores, but that was 
discouraged, she said, because 
while “Hagi” was prevailing 
slang, it was derogatory to Ira- 

_ gis. The merchants of these 
small stores would get them 
anything. 

“All the way up to cell 
phones that worked in that 
area,” Howard said. “They would say, ‘Just give me two 
days,’ and they would get anything. : 

“The food wa beyond anything — I never tasted food 
like that,” Howard said, admitting that some of it was very 
good — and some she wouldn’t even try. She didn’t eat 
Iraqi pizza; it was made with something similar to hot dogs 
instead of sausage, and with chicken — skin intact. And the 
Iraqi people don’t eat pork. 

“So you never see pigs,” she said. “Cows and lots and lots 
of sheep. And they don’t have raccoons and skunks like we. 
have.” 

Howard said that in Iraq she stopped being a civilian. She 
was a soldier. She used a’porta-john every day, and soldiers 
were lucky to have indoor showers or be housed in build- 
ings with block wails. But it was luxury compared to what 
many Iraqi people lived in. ~ 

“There were dumps miles long where people lived. Their 
houses were almost camouflaged, built right into the gar- 
bage. There was a big pond, like a mud puddle in the 

' middle, and there were animals and kids playing init,” she 
said. “There were poor, poor people. 

“They are trying to survive,” she said. “They are happy 
that we arethere. They want their freedom — they may not 
understand democracy, but they want freedom.” 

Howard said the women don’t have jobs outside the 
homes, men provide for the family and women bear chil- 
dren. °
